Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1932. 

This  is  the  sixty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  Sana- 
torium Division,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station, 
the  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  and  the  West  Depart- 
ment. The  Convalescent  Home,  which  has  been  in 
operation  since  December  1,  1890,  was  closed  on  March 
24,  1932. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  6,  1932, 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  as  president 
and  Dr.  George  G.  Sears  as  secretary. 

In  May,  Dr.  Martin  J.  English  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1937, 
in  place  of  Dr.  Henry  S.  Rowen,  retired. 
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Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $2,931,998.26.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $2,224,345.71  was  expended  upon  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $249,535.46  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $306,898.91  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $86,997.32  on  account  of  the 
Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station;  $48,410.20  on  account 
of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station;  $10,654.13  on  ac- 
count of  the  Convalescent  Home,  and  $5,156.53  for  the 
West  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Pathological  Laboratory,  $49,057.73,  $42,189.65  is  in- 
cluded in  the  hospital  proper  expenditures,  $1,962.31 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $4,905.77  in  the 
South  Department  expenditures.  The  entire  amount 
spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory, 
$73,996.76,  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper  expendi- 
tures. Of  the  total  amount  spent  in  the  X-Ray  and 
Photographic  Department,  $93,219.43,  $43,813.13  is 
charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $49,406.30  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics,  $26,153.64, 
$3,923.05  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$22,230.59  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology 
$6,599.16,  $197.97  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$6,005.24  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $395.95 
to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Clinical  Laboratories,  $30,065.47,  $28,862.85  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $1,202.62  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Surgical  Research,  $11,466.36,  $8,599.77  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $2,866.59  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Oral  Surgery,  $4,014.38,  $802.88  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $3,211.50  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of 
Social  Work,  $29,229.33,  $14,614.67  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $14,176.22  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment and  $438.14  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients, 
$2,423.92,  $2,278.48  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper 
and  $145.44  on  the  South  Department. 
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In  Tabic  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  South  Department  are  combined  under  the  title, 
"Main  Hospital."

Owing  to 
unavoidable  delay  this  contract  will  not  be  completed 
until  May,  1933.

No  expenditures  have  as  yet  been  made  from  the 
appropriation  of  $46,000  granted  in  1931  for  equipping 
the  new  Kitchen  Building,  although  plans  are  now  being 
developed. 

Architects'  fees  are  also  paid  from  this  appropriation.

On  August  8,  1932,  the  contract  for  erection  and 
completion    of    the    Pathological    Building,    Mortuary 
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and  Ambulance  Station  was  awarded  to  Matthew 
Cummings  Company  for  the  sum  of  $433,600.  This  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  April,  1933.

On  December  20,  1932,  the  Mayor  approved  award- 
ing of  the  contract  for  the  Second  part  of  Tunnel  Sys- 
tem to  Matthew  Cummings  Company,  the  contract 
price  being  $41,000.  Work  has  not  yet  been  started 
but  it  is  expected  that  it  will  begin  early  in  the  new 
year. 

Purchase  of  Property. 

To  an  appropriation  of  $125,000,  granted  on  Novem- 
ber 4,  1931,  for  purchase  of  land  and  building  at  corner 
of  Massachusetts  avenue  for  site  of  Pathological  and 
Laundry  Buildings,  was  added  $1,000  balance  from 
establishment  of  Electrical  Distribution  Centre; 
$125,000  of  this  was  expended  on  purchase  of  this  land. 
The  balance  of  $1,000  remains. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Building  for  Convalescent 

Men. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $12,453.39  has  been  added  to  January  1, 
1933,  making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$112,453.39.
